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SISKIYOU 


The  above  picture  of  “Siskiyou,’’  which  won  for  us  two  Blue  Ribbons, 
one  for  the  Largest  Dahlia  in  the  Show,  official  measurement  twelve  and  three- 
quarters  inches,  and  the  other  for  Best  Dahlia  shown  with  stem,  was  taken  the 
second  day  of  the  Show. 

This  was  in  no  sense  a “forced  bloom,’’  in  fact  the  plant  had  three  more 
large  blooms  on  it  the  following  week.  Undoubtedly  Mr.  Broomall  has 
created  in  “Siskiyou”  the  naturally  largest  dahlia  in  cultivation,  ten  inch 
blooms  being  quite  usual  with  it. 
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DAHLIA  CULTURE 


The  dahlia  is  a plant  easily  grown.  It  will  adapt  itself  to  almost  any  kind 
of  soil,  the  essentials  being  deep  cultivation,  good  drainage,  a liberal  supply  of 
humus,  good  circulation  of  air  and  plenty  of  sunshine  and  moisture. 

On  our  clay  loam  soil,  we  can  grow  splendid  flowers  without  any  addi- 
tional fertilizer  as  a stimulant. 

We  plant  dahlias  in  three  ways:  A tuber  or  section  of  a clump  is  laid 
flat  on  the  ground  some  four  to  six  inches  below  ground  level  according  to 
soil  conditions,  which  is  the  usual  way  of  growing  them.  These  tubers  can  be 
sent  to  the  other  side  of  the  world  without  damage. 

Secondly,  we  have  plants  from  green  cuttings,  taken  off  the  clumps  as 
small  shoots  and  propagated  in  sand  boxes.  These  are  potted,  and  when 
strong  plants,  put  out  in  garden  or  field  rows. 

The  third  method  is  the  raising  of  seedlings  from  carefully  selected  seed, 
which  is  the  method  of  creating  new  varieties.  Seed  do  not  reproduce  the 
variety  from  which  they  are  taken. 

It  practically  takes  three  years  to  establish  a new  variety  and  place  it  on 
the  market,  that  is,  it  should  run  true  to  form  after  having  grown  three  sea- 
sons. Of  course,  anything  that  does  not  come  along  satisfactorily  is  discarded. 

When  established,  you  can  use  your  talents  to  give  it  a very  appropriate 
name,  and  start  it  out  right  into  a very  confused  and  crowded  Dahlia  World.
